TRAIN HOLD-UP IN ST. Louis. 
Bandits Bind and Rob Express M 
"  genger in Business District.

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 28,—Two ed. ban- 
dits held up the fncoming Iron Mountain 
train from Hot Springs and Texarkana, 
Ark., and. other Sotithwestern points at 8 
o’clock to-night in the heart of the busi- 
ness Uistrict of South St. Louis, and rode 
through: the tity, hopping. off the train: 
near the Tower Grové station in West 8t. 
Louis, a distance of three miles fromthe, 
scene where the invaders first coVered the 
express messenger with their six-shooters. 

It was one of the most spectacular ‘and 
daring of the ‘train hold-ups,in St. Louis 
and suburbs, of which there have been 
three others in practically a year—two in 
St. Louis -City and two in 8t:,. Louis 
County, 

The bandits boarded the train at the 
Broadway station and Walked through 
the passenger coaches to the express car. 
Just before-entering the express car they 
donned their masks, and hurling open the 
door cried, “ Hands up!" to Express Mes- 
senger McRoberts of 4,100 Page Boule- 
vard, St. Louis: 

“Open that box,” the mén demand 
of McRoberts, meaning the tin box in 
which shipments of currency and docu- 
ments are placed for way stations.

She Touched at Naples, so Utmost 
Care in Diagnosis: Is Being Taken Be 
fore Releasing Her 1,375 Passengers. 


The Cunarder Caronia; which arrived 
in Quarantine from Naples and other 
Mediterranean ports at 10 o'clock yester- 
day ‘morning,’ was still held there this 
morning as the resuft of a suspicious case 
of sickness that developed on the voyage, 
At. 10 o'clock last night the bacteriolo- 
gists who are investigating the case, were 
still at work, but they had gone far 
enough to warrant Dr. Dety, the Port 
Health Officer, in stating that the chances 
were good for the vessel's release from 
Quarantine this morning. 

Third Officer Robert Alexander of the 
Carénia is the person who ts ill. He was 
removed from the ship to Hoffman Island 
soon after-the liner arrived in Quarantine 

a the work of diagnosing his iliness 
was begun. Mr. Alexander became ill 
the latter part of the voyage and Dr. J. 
F. McDermott, the Caronfa’s “surgeon, 
wirelessed to New York that the. case 
appeared to be typhoid_ fever. . 

Aa soon.as the Caronia anchored off the 
Quarantine Station, doctors from Dr. 
Doty’s staff boarded her dnd went to the 
ship’s hospital, where Mr. Armstrong wes. 
A preliminary examination soon con- 
vinced them that it wag not a case of 
typhoid fever, and they so reported to 
Dr, Doty, who then ordered Mr: Alex 
ander removed to the Reception Hospital 
on Hoffman Island and the Caronia de- 
tained in Quarantine until the bactericl- 
ogists had determined the nature of ‘his

The result is that no morning paper 
to-morrow will contain more than four 
pages; the othér morning papers declining 
to publish larger papers than the Exam- 
ingr,. thus handicapped, is able to print. 
None of the papers will carry adv 
and the Examiner was forced to etch its 
first page in order to’ publish. 

At first it was planned to print a few 
hundred “papers only and permit the In- 
ter-Ocean to deliver its edition containing 
its legal advertising tn the section of the 
city knowg.es the “loop” district.

He is accept 
able to all sections of the Repub n ma- 
jority, while he js also assured of the wep 
Port of the rad ist sectian, the 
defection of which was the prin cause 
of M. Briand’s resignation, The fact that 
M. Monis is a Senator and conséquently 
was not @ party to the dttack made on the 
Government in the Chamber of Deputies 
last. Friday, serves to make him accept- 
able to the adherents the ex-Premier. 
M. Monis nt.a busy evening consult- 
ing his supporters. He first paid a visit 
to M. Briand. after. which -he was clos- 
eted with the Presidents of the Senate and 
Chamber and with M., Berteaux, ex-Min- 
ister of War, .who is @ Vice President of 
the Chamber, d M. Delcassé, ex-Minis- 
ter of, Foreign JAffairs. 

After a two ts’ conference with M. 
Deélicassé, M. Monis announced that he 
had. accepted the portfolio of Marine and 
M:. Berteaux that of . War. ac- 
ceptances are considered to assure the 
success of the newscombination. 

In_the eourse of his interview with M. 
Delapase, M, Monis*said that he had de- 
cide. to offer the portfolio of Finance to 
M. Caillaux, the champion of the Income 
Tax-bill now. before the Senate, and that 
of Justice to M: Cruppi. He had orig- 
inally intendea to ask M. Pichon to re- 
tain his position as Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, but in view of the latter’s ex- 
Pressed determination to retire. he de- 
cided to ask M, Ribot to become head of 
the Foreign Office.

In politics he ig a.+radical Republican 
mcderately inclined toward the advanced

and Hear Justice Russell's Confession. 


The ringing of an amb ulance gong: on 
the third floor of Delmonico's last night 
announced the beginning of an ey Sa 
fun for the’ Society of the Alumni of Bel 
vue Hospital, 25@ of whose members, after 
participating in the twenty-fifth annual 
meeting of the organization,. sat down to 
dine and Msten te addresges. \They startéd 
off the meal with cocktails served from 
test tubes iabeled “ paison,” and beside 
each plate was a miniature ambulance of 
the ancient type, also a roll of surgeon's 
bandages anda tiny operating table of 
pasteboard. ; 

But it was when the speechmaking be- 
gan that the former thembers of Belie- 
vue's staff really enjoyed themselves. 
They listened ‘a while to droll stories by 
Henry Gaines Hawn, and then ,to & series 
of jocular anecdotes, reminiscences, and 
comments by Chief Justice Isaac Frank- 
lin Russell of «the Court. of Special Ses- 
sions. Justice Russell told them had 
been addicted to the use of language for 
several years, and was glad to be able to 
serve some of it to the doctors.

| CURRENCY AND THE COST OF LIVING 


‘ (The Treasury asks authority to issue 
8 per cent. bonds, without authorizing 
inflation of the currency, to the total 
cost of the Panama Canal. The state- 
ment reads: ’ 


The issue of National banknotes has 
tmorefised since’ 1900 from $300,000,000 
to more than $700,000,000. Treasury of- 
ficlals hold that that, coupled with the 
great increase In the stock of gold 
from $600,000,000 in 1896:to $1,600,000,000 
in 1910, has been one of the factors in 
the general Increase in prices. The per 
capita wealth of the Nation, tncreasing 
65 per cent, in the last fifteen years, 
is regarded es indicating a plethora of 
currency. To issue more bonds on the 

“old basis, Secretary MacVEacH feels, 
would be to add artificially to the sup- 
ply of curreficy and augment the gen- 

eral rise in prices. . 

‘We have more than once remarked 
that the volume of currency is un- 
manageable, rising when it should fall 
and falling when it should rise. :An 
ounce of practice is worth a pound of 
theory, and it is worth while to place 
on record thet last week the National 
banknote Arculation increased $810,883 
and the bank clearings decreased $226,- 
000,008. 

There is alro a decrease in bank clear- 
inge when comparison is made with the 
previous year, as well as with the pre- 
vious week. But the banknotes keep on 
vising in a manner which oyght to re- 
jeice the hearts of the Monetary Com- 
mission, Ite arguments, deduced from 
the experience of the world, are 
strengthened by the current operation 
of the gystem which the commission 
seeks to vevise into something like 
agreement with the civilized practice of 
commercial nations. 

—_——— 
RATES AND PROFITS. 

Tt ts to be remarked how easily the 
question regarding the reasonableness 
of rates has slipped into a discussien of 
the reagonableness of profits. On the 
one point the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission has statutory authority, 
and on the other it neither has, nor 
sbould, nor can, have any voice. The 
reasonableness ,of profits is a matter 
concerning only the investor, and he 
hes slipped out of the Commission's 
control already. The very actof limit- 
ing railway dividends without guaran- 
teeing them has created a discrimina- 
tion against railway investments which 
it is impossible to prevent any individ- 
ual investor from appraising for him- 
self, 

On the long view it is easy to per- 
ceive that this may be a good thing for 
those disregarding the discrimination 
and taking the risk. of regulation. In 
1890 there were more inhabitants per 
mile of raflway than there are now. In 
other words, raflway construction has 
not kept pace with poptlation, although 
in. the years immediately succeeding 
1890 construction outpaced population. 
The country cannot go without more 
and mofe railways, and cannot have 
them without paying for them, what- 
ever any authority may decide. Any 
regulation” which makes the provision 
of this facility of commerce more spec- 
ulattve will make ft more costly to ship- 
pers, and more profitable to those Who 
take the right risks. Wall Street can- 
not be beaten at this game, for it is 
Wall Street’s own. 

Nor will the raflways suffer In the 
end, although some may disappear into 
receptive maws. Those who will be 
fooled are they who thought regulation 
of rates meant reduction of rates. 
Never again will rates fali-at the rate 
they did before this restrictive regula- 
tion was Gevised in the interests of the 
people nominally, but really In the in- 
terests of those raflways which survive 
and those investors who fall to take 
fright and profit by their opportunities.

FRancis Wr.son, notably, have shown 
that the health of stage children is hedged 
with every safeguard; their salaries, com- 
pared with the wages of factory children, 
are princely, and the few nilnutes required 
in\the evening for their speaking parts 
are most pleasurable to them -and ‘to 
their audiences, Mr. Wiusow has present- 
ed Jists of hundreds of actors—practically 
all the famous actors of history and of 
the present time—whogse training for the 
stage commenced before the so-called 
awkward age in children, and who grew 
up in the emnnobling atmosphere of fhe 
Stage. Puritanic laws, Mike those which 
obtain in Massachusetts, are not needed. 
The law of this State places the children 
who appear in stage performances under 
the care of the Gerry Society. Their mor- 
al and physical welfare is thus doubly 
saféguarded by the conditions that inhere 
in their employment and by the guardian- 
ship ofthis society.

~The report from Washington that an 
offer of $1,000,000 had been made to the 
Federal authorities by Duveen Brothers, 
the art importing firm of 302 Fifth Ave- 
nue, two members of which were arrest- 
éd and indicted last October, charged 
ith undervaluation frauds, in exchange } 
for & promise that they would not be 
made t serve a prison sentence if con- 
‘vieted, was denied hy attorneys of the 
firm yesterday and by United States At- 
torney Wise. 

While it was said that there had been 
no éffort on the part of the members of 
the art firm to procure immunity from a 
prison sentence in cdénnection’ with the 
criminal end of the case, negotiations are 
under way by which a settlement of the 
civil suit is expected to be made. without 
the defendarits going to trial. The Du- 
veen brothers, it was said, submitted a 
proposal ta the Federal auttorities sev- 
eral weeks ago by which they agreed to 
pay a large sum of money ff the civil end 
of the case was dropped. The proposal 
was rejectéd on the ground that the 
amount was,too small. Mr, Wise named 
another figure several times larger than 


the one submitted by the art dealers, and | 


this is now being considered. 

Just what amount the United States at- 
torney demanded could not be learned, 
but it is thought to be greatly in excess 
of $1,000,000. The Duveens are said ‘to be 
ready to accept the Government's terms, 


in which event the money. will be paid 
over within two weeks. 

“The rt that my clients have of- 
fered the >» Government, any sum of money 
in order to keep out of. jail is absurd,” 
sald Walter T.*Stern of the law fiem of 
Corbitt .& ‘Stern, 60 Wall Street. ‘No 
such a proposal was made.,”’ 

“Tf any such proposal had been sub- 
mitted to the Government I think I would 
know about it,’’ said Mr. Wise. ‘“ You 
can say absolutely that no such:an offer 
has come to me, either from the Duveens 
directly or from their lawyers, or through 
Washington channels. Moreover, if such 
an offer was made ‘it would be declined. 
The criminal proceedings against the
